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Receiving a pass from Alan 
Gane, Birdseye who had just shot 
well wide from a similar position, 
fired in a 20 yard drive at Eddie 
Junger.

Far from demoralised, Marlow 
came roaring back and within 
two minutes were on level terms, 
with a great goal.

With Johnny Bebb and Colin 
Reid spraying long passes out to 
the flanks, Marlow continued to 


hold the upper hand, although 


John Delaney should have put the 
Blues ahead when he screwed a 
shot wide when well placed. 


Just before the interval, Junger 
brought a poor first half to life 
with a superb one handed save 
from Langfield. A cross by 
Pritchard found Langfield who 
fired in a fierce drive. Junger, 
perfectly, placed, fisted the ball 
over the top. 


There was a rude awakening for 
Wycombe at the start of the se- 
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cond half — just ten seconds of. it 
in fact. That’s all it took Marlow 
to go into the lead when the 
strong Ray Palmer latched onto 
Derek Gamblin’s poor pass back 
and slotted the ball past the on- 
coming Spittle for a shock goal.

‘from that effort, he made little im- 


-pression on the game which came 


‘to a close after Palmer had found 
the side netting with a good run to 
the near post.
